River city of about 40,000 people 
was without telephone service to­ 
day. All calls going in and out of 
the city, as well as local calls, 
were suspended after incidents of 
violence in a two-month-long phone 
strike. 
Police Chief llu^h Rudity de­ 
clared an em ergency. Ile order­ 
ed all police personnel and auxil­ 
iaries to report for duty. 
A local “ hot rod” club organized 
its m em bers to act as couriers for 
hospitals in the area. 
Telegram s were the only means 
by which residents of this south­ 
ern Ohio com munity could com ­ 
m unicate with friends or relatives 
outside the city.

Just about everytim e excavating 
is done on property rn the tautness j 
part of the city, some rem inder of 
the past is uncovered.

deep in the ground, two interest 
ing things cam e to light. 
The bulldozer struck a section o f' 
stone wall on the west side of the 
excavation, and an old well, with 
a wooden curb, on the east side of 
the excavation. 
The stone wall, which extended 
into the earth some eight feet or 
more was p art of the foundation 1 
of the old Cissna elevator which 
form erly stood on the site, a n d : 
which was so badly dam aged by 
fire back in the 1920s that it was 
later demolished. 
It was one of the oldest grain 
elevators in the city and for many 
years was operated by S. W. Cis­ 
sna. 
Apparently the old well was one 
of the first rn the city, and had*a 
wooden curb. In all probability the j 
depth, as that depth would have j 
provided w ater from the level of 
the creek 250 feet to the west.

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O'Neill Shows Concern about Our Highways 
Laff A Day 


Our state of Ohio is moving forward 
rapidly. Its growth and expansion is be­ 
ing noted all across the country in indus­ 
try, small business and agriculture, along 
with a fast increasing population. 
This means a huge increase in use of 
our highways and Ohio has not kept step 
in this regard with our growth and in­ 
creasing resources.

We must 
build modern highways from east to west 
and north to south linking our centers of 
population and giving every community in 
Ohio the benefit of modern travel. 
Atty. Gen O’Neill also made it clear 
that this was n o t merely casual c a m p a ig n 
talk and declared that if th e p e o p le of 
Ohio gave him the o p p o rtu n ity a s g o v e r­ 
n o r to bring about positive and e a rly e f­ 
forts to rectify the situation “ I pledge to 
each of you immediate action now in p la n ­ 
ning. programming, acquisition of right of 
way and construction to give you a gocfld 
road all the way wherever you go in 
Ohio.”

It also m akes things safely un­ 
pleasant for t h e drinker a n. d 
rem inds him of his indiscretion 
in a vivid m anner. 


Rehabilitation Program 
It's called, Temposil. Doctors 
believe it may be an aid in keep­ 
ing alcoholics on a rehabilitation 
program. 
In a recent issue of the Cana­ 
dian Medical Association Journal, 
Dr. J. K. W. Ferguson of Toronto 
tells w hat happens when a person 
who has taken Tem posil a l s o 
downs som e alcohol. 
He says the com bination of al­ 
cohol and the drug produces "in ­ 
tense flushing of the f a c e and 
neck and often the whole body, 
accom panied by a rapid pulse, a 
pounding h eart and also panting 
resp iratio n .” 
At this stage acetaiuehvde can 
be tasted or smelled by the sub­ 
ject on his own breath. S o m e 
tim es nausea and vomiting fol­ 
low. And in severe reactions, a 
precipitous fall in blood pressure 
may occur, particularly if t h e 
patient attempts to stand or sit 
up. 
A severe reaction, Dr. Fergus­ 
on says, is a terrifying experi­ 
ence. I think you'll have to agree. 
B ut, he adds, the m ore d ram atic 
sym ptom s usually subside w ith­ 
in a few hours and the patient 
generally is none the w orse after 
24 hours. 
Many <.ther drugs now general­ 
ly used to keep a- ex-alcoholic 
on the wagon, may develop un­ 
pleasant side effects s u c h as 
drowsiness, weakness, unpleasant 
taste, 
unpleasant breath, body 


odor or impotence whether or not 
alcohol is taken. 
With this drug, Dr. Ferguson 
explains, he will experience rela­ 
tively mild side effects—as long 
as he abstains. However, he cau­ 
tions against "frivolous or un- 
super vised use” of the drug. 
Another drug. Me rat r a n, ap­ 
pears to eliminate the urge for 
excessive drinking of alcoholic 
beverages among some patients 
w hose imbibing is associated with 
depression. It was used in tests 
in conjunction with psychother­ 
apy work. 
Science is trying hard to com ­ 
bat alcoholism.

Answer: Trachoma, virus dis­ 
ease of 'the eye. is a difficult 
disease to treat.

I had Ned Cleavehnd, l o c a l 
artist, who was a brother of Miss 
Bess Cleaveland here, to place the 
letters on the stam p for me, and the 
card made a hit with F a yette 
Countians generally. 
I am still of the firm opinion» 
along with a host of other resi­ 
dents of the county that "There 
is no place like home when, home 
is old Fayette."• • • 
ANOTHER BIG ONE 
As I roam, about. Fayette County 
I am im pressed with another big 
corn crop now rapidly maturing, 
and which threatens to rival the 
big yield of 65 bushels to the acre 
last year on 12,500 acres for the 
highest average yield of any coun­ 
ty in Ohio, 
In 1,954, I am, informed by Coun­ 
ty Agent W, \V. Montgomery, the 
average yield was 69 7 bushels to 
the acre and Fayette ranked sec­ 
ond in yield that year, 
The present crop is expected to 
again reach up in the 60s, although 
there are some fields which are 
.not. up to standard. 
It is interesting to note t h a t 
"clay ground" com is better than 
much of the "black ground" corn 
this year, due to too much writer 
in seme areas.• • • 


THERE’S A DIFFERENCE 
As I drove out the Columbus Id .

UNDERPASS FOR CATTLE 
As far as I know there is just 
one tunnel built under a main high­ 
way in Fayette County, designed 
solely for cattle to pass from one 
field to another.

Bloom ingburg and Sed alia road, 
about 100 yards south of the for 
mer J. M. Klever lane and a quar­ 
ter mile s o u t h of the famous 
"Cherry Hill” in Faint Township. 
It was built when Robert Parker 
owned the land on both sides of 
the road, 1 was told, and so cat­ 
tle pasturing in the large b 1 u e- 
grass fields east of the road, could 
make their way to Paint Creek just 
west of the road, for water. 
It was an easy m atter to close 
the passage way when desired, by 
placing bars across one end of fhe 
tunnel.
